This is the new well 
contracted 
last winter hv the city council at a 
cost of approximately -si 0.000, and 
the flow ol water at the rate of tittO,- 
000 gallons a day is guraanteed for 
a period of one year, or the 
city 
will he refunded the money invest­ 
ed. 


The well is located at the extreme 
end of North 'Sexton street, on the 
city property in Memorial park. The 
system used by the contracting firm 
was to sink a well 51 inches in dia­ 
meter to a depth far below that u s­ 
ually obtained. A deep s tra ta 
of 
water is obtained by tlx» machinery 
used, and an underground reservoir 
is created. A high powered electric 
pump is built over the well. 
The line taht will he extended will 
bo an eight inch main, and 
will 
connect with the main water line to 
supply the entire city direct from 
the well, and not through the reser­ 
voir at the city plant. The 
water 
will go into the mains at the rate 
of 420 gallons a minute. The reser­ 
voir at the city plant will he 
held 
full in case of an emergency or in 
ease of fire. The 
city 
reservoir, 
which lias been supplying Rushville 
for years, is not 
adequate, 
and 
holds less than 500,000 gallons. 
People of Rushville probably are 
not aware of the fact that a water 
shortage exists. All week the r e s ­ 
ervoir has been low, due to the fact 
that the old wells are giving 
out.

strong demand 
for the 
products were the

advance in the market for the week, 
of 
about 4l)<- on 
light hogs 
and 
around 75c on heavies. In fact, all 
grades of hugs suitable for a high 
yield in lard, and producing larger 
pork cuts, found 
favor 
with the 
buyers on all markets. The spread 
between lights and heavies has now 
narrowed 
to 
approximately 
$1.00 
per ewt. whereas for some time pre­ 
vious to two w e e k s ago, there was 
a spread of $2.00. The 
readiness 
with 
which the public are 
buying 
heavy pork cuts and the compara­ 
tively light 
stocks 
of lard 
on 
hand, together 
with 
an 
apparent 
limited supply of live hogs, 
indi­ 
cates a g o o d hog market all sum­ 
mer. It is freely predicted by many 
that the usual dune run will not de­ 
velop to any considerable extent. 


Fat steers again suffered from tin 
over-supply on practically all mar­ 
kets and there is a well substanti­ 
ated opin io n in the trade that there 
are a 
good many 
cattle 
yet to 
come, 
indicating little improvement 


f o r some time, since well sustained 


runs 
for three weeks indicates 
a 
determination on the part of feed­ 
ers to unload. Hood

While wireless telegraphy soon 
became 
quite 
well 
established, 
communication across the Atlan 
tic Ocean being proved practical as 
early as 1901, it remained for an 
American to make the develop­ 
m ents 
which

phony possible. 
Lee DeForest was 
that American. 
He developed the 
“audion” radio tube, now in al 
most universal use as a detector 
and amplifier of radio signals, and 
as a generator of oscillations at 
the transmitting station. 
Due to certain technical diffi­ 
culties, it was impossible to send 
voice by radio from transmitting 
stations 
using 
the 
old 
Marconi 
equipment. 
The radio tube as de­ 
veloped for power purposes, sup­ 
plied a current, however, which 
could be used as a carrier for 
voice and music. 
As developed for receiving pur­ 
poses, the radio tube may bo used 
as a detector, replacing the crys­ 
tal of Picard and the coherer of 
Marconi s apparatus as a means 
of making the 
received current 
capable of operating headphones. 
Additional tubes may be used as 
amplifiers, their action being that 
of relays, releasing current from 
local batteries when acted upon by 
the signal. 
Thus the typical ra­ 
dio set of today employs a d etec­ 
tor tube, together with one or 
more additional tubes as amplifi­ 
ers. 
It is customary to distinguish 
between

Additional Supply— Analysis 


Test is Next Step 


The city of Rushville has a wa- 


ter well that is testing more than 
000,000 gallons of water a day, ac- 
cording to a metered test that was 
concluded Friday evening at 
•"> o'- 


clock, and following a 
48 
hour 


steady test against 50 pounds pres- 
sui'e. 


This is the new well contracted 


last winter by the city council at a 
cost of approximately .-i;10,000, and 
the flow of water at the rate of flllO,- 
000 gallons a day is guraantecd for 
a period of one year, or the 
city 


will ibe refunded the money invest- 
ed. 


TJie well is located at the extreme 


end of North ISexton street, on the 
'city property in Memorial park. The 
system used iby the contracting firm 
was to sink a well 54 inches in dia- 
meter to a depth far below that us- 
ually obtained. A deep strata 
of 


water is obtained by the machinery 
used, and an underground reservoir 
is created. A high powered electric 
"pump is built over the well. 


The line taht will be extended will 


be an eight inch .main, and 
will 


connect with the main water line to 
supply the entire city direct from 
the well, and not through the reser- 
voir at the city plant. The 
water 


will go into the mains at the rate 
of 420 gallons a minute. The reser- 
voir at the city plant will be held 
full in case of an emergency or in 
case of fire. The 
-city 
reservoir, 


which has been supplying Rushville 
for years, is not 
adequate, and 


holds less than 500,000 gallons. 


People of Rushville probably are* 


not aware of the fact that a water 
shortage exists. All week the res- 
ervoir lias been low, due to the fact 
that the old -wells are giving 
out.

"audion" radio tube, now in al- 
most universal use as a detector 
and amplifier of radio signals, and 
as a generator of oscillations at 
the transmitting station.

Due to certain technical diffi- 


culties, it was impossible to send 
voice, by radio from transmitting 
stations using the old Marconi 
equipment. The radio tube as de- 
veloped for power purposes, sup- 
plied a current, however, which 
could be used as a carrier for 
voice and music. 
!' As developed for receiving pur- 
poses, the radio tube may bo used 
as a detector, replacing the crys- 
tal of Picard and the coherer of 
Marconi's apparatus as a means 
of making the received current 
capable of operating headphones. 
Additional tubes may be used us 
amplifiers, their action being that 
of relays, releasing current from 
local batteries when acted upon by 
the signal. Thus the typical ra- 
dio set of today employs a detec- 
tor tube, together with one or 
more additional tubes as amplifi- 
ers. 


It is customary to distinguish 


between tubes used to amplify 
the 
current 
before it 
passes 


through the detector and those 
used to amplify it after it passes 
through the detector by calling 
the former "radio-frequency am- 
plifiers" and the latter "audio- 
frequency amplifiers."
